the same year. 

The notice to residents may be given by posting notifications 
in some public place in the municipality or in such other way as 
the municipality directs. 

The notice to nonresident owners may be by mail directed to the 
last known address of,the taxpayer or by any other method that 
provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 

If any person sfter such notice does not furnish such list, he 
is thereby bsrred of his right to make application to the assess-~ 
ors or the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 

The assessors or any of them may require the person furnish- 
ing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them 
may administer, and any of them may require him to answer in 
writing all proper inquiries ss to the nature, situation and val- 
ue of his property liable to be taxed in the State and a refusal 
or neglect to answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars 
an appeal to the county commissioners, but such list and answers 
shall not be conclusive upon the assessors. 

In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident taxpay- 
ers are hereby requested to bring into the assessors true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all of their estates, real and 
personal, as of April 1, 1966. The mailing of this copy of the 
town report to non-resident taxpayers will be considered a reason- 
able request as required by law. 

The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 70 years 


are now exempt under Title 36, Section 1 381 M. R.-°S. A.

The assessors will be in session at the Municipal Offices on 
the first, second, and fourth day of April from 9 o'clock A.M. to 
3 o'clock P.M., for the purpose above stated. 


ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


On or before the first day of April of each year, the owner or 
keeper of any dog months old or over shall apply to the city or 
town clerk either orally or in writing for a license for each such 
dog owned or kept by him. Such application shall state the breed 
sex, color and markings of such dogs and the name and address of 
the last previous owner. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to this chapter and chapters 701, 
703, 705 and 711 and sections 3603 to 3605, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $25 to be recovered by complaint before 
any District Court.

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Town Manager’s Report 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Bridgton: 


It is again my privilege to submit this annual report on 
the operations of the various departments of the town govern- 
ment coming under the Board of Selectmen and administered 
through my office during the year ended December 31, 1965. 


In looking back over the activities of the year, I feel 
many accomplishments were realized that will prove to be most 
beneficial in the future for the town and its citizenry. One 
of the most extensive road building programs possibly ever 
undertaken was successfully carried out. This was made pos- 
Sible with the Town Road Improvement Funds made available to 
the town by the State, with the amount of $17,),01.89 being 
actually expended, supplemented with nearly $8,000 of town 
funds. Again during the past year, a number of streets with- 
in the town proper were re-surfaced with mulch, together with 
the tarring of those roads reconstructed the previous year, 
with funds from the Tar Account. 


In respect to the bonded indebtedness of the town, this 
‘was reduced by $20,000 in accordance with the vote of the 
town, thus lowering these obligations to $220,000. Short 
term notes at the end of the year amounted to $9,500, Also 
outstanding is a loan of $13,500 with the Casco Bank & Trust 
Company incurred by the purchase of the bank building and 
which is to be paid off over the next three years. 


Alterations to provide facilities for the District Court 
in that building were completed for the Court to use as of 
September. The alterations made were not elaborate by any 
means but rather on the conservative side, yet the facilities 
have proven quite adequate and attractive. | 


In connection with the financial breakdowns of the various 
accounts appearing elsewhere in this annual report, you will 
find comments further explaining the departmental operations. 
These comments may be considered as part of my report. 


Portions of the Auditor's Report of the last annual audit, 
as required by law, will be found printed elsewhere in this 
report. The complete report is on file at the town office 
and may be seen by any one wishing to do so. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Selectmen and 
citizens for the generous cooperation extended me during the 
year. Also, my thanks to all the employees working under my 
office for the faithful discharge of the responsibilities 
assigned them.

The school year started with a teachers! meeting on 
September 7, 1965, and on September 8th there was’ the 
following pupil enrollment:

Enrollment: Enrollment dropped in both the element- 
ary and high schools this year. There are 12 less non- 
resident pupils in the high school. Arrangements are 
being made to take all grade 9 pupils from Harrison for 
the 1966-67 school year. The following year it is ex- 
pected that only the upperclass pupils from Harrison 
will continue at Bridgton High School.

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Teaching Staff: This year it was necessary to re- 
cruit seven new teachers. In the elementary school, 
Mrs. Eva Whitney was added to the staff on a part- 
time basis, and Miss Mary Osgood replaced Mrs. Ernia 
Hatch as Special Education teacher. In the high school 
Mrs. Jacqueline Cook was added to the English-French 
Dept., and Richard Webber was added as guidance couns- 
ellor. Eugene Whitney replaced Frank Ricker as chem- 
istry teacher, Charles Taylor replaced Keith Stewart 
as . biology teacher, and Mrs. Sally Day replaced 
Miss Carol Richmond as a commercial teacher. 

The addition of the guidance counsellor in the bigh 
school and the part-time teacher in the elementary 
school gives the principals of these schools much more 
time to carry out their administrative and supervisory 
duties. 

Curriculum: A self-supporting summer driver-train- 
ing program was successfully operated under the super- 
vision of Richard Coombs. It is planned to contimwe this 


program this coming summer. 


In the elementary school the teachers are taking ad- 
vantage of some of the many fine educational televisim 
programs offered. 

Use of the town hall for the winter physical educa- 
tion program, while inconvenient, is working out quite 
well. 

Buildings & Equipment: A considerable amount of re- 
pairs, painting, and bwilding maintenance was done dur 
ing the summer under a Neighborhood Youth Corps pro- 
ject supervised by Mr. Crouse. Much equipment for 
science, language laboratory, and social studies is be- 
ing purchased with National Defense Education Act aid 
money. While these and other Federal programs do not 
decrease the costs of operating the schools, they do 
add to the quality and permit expansion of the school 
program. 

School District Studies: The joining of Harrison and 
Otisfield with S.A.D. #17 and the general acceptance 
of the thinking that the next session of the Legis- 
lature will make districting mandatory add to the urg- 
ency of district study. It is expected that a new 
combination of towns will be presented to the voters in 
the near future. 

In closing, I would like to thank the -School Comm- 
ittee, town officials, school personnel, and citizens 
for their help and cooperation.

Substitute teachers will be paid at the rate of 
$12.00 per day for the first five days in one pos- 
ition and $15.00 per day thereafter inthe same positim. 


Teachers will be allowed ten days' sick leave per 
year, cumulative to forty days. There will be five 
days allowed from sick leave for a death in the 
immediate family. Other absences will be based on 
1/180 of the annual salary. 


All teachers shall take at lease six credit hours 
every five years. 


Any teacher with twenty-five years of experience 
in the Bridgton schools who announces his or her 
retirement a year in advance, will be granted an 
additional $500.00. 


Teachers will be granted $50.00 for every six 
credit hours of additional professional work taken 
within a two-year period. The School Committee 
will at their discretion grant an additional sum, 
not to exceed 25% of total costs, when such credit 
hours are taken at the request of the Committee or 
are in the field in which the teacher is working 
and are approved in advance. 


Teachers obtaining an advanced degree will move 
horizontally on the schedule and then proceed with 
yearly increments as scheduled. Teachers not on 
schedule when receiving an advanced degree will re- 
ceive the added increment in equal payments so that 
they are properly on schedule in 1968-69, 


The Superintending School Committee shall have the 
right to place certain types of teachers in a 
special category and to determine their salaries 
accordingly. 


The first step of this schedule signifies those 
entering the first year of experience. By added 
years of experience, a person whose work is satis- 
factory may progress automatically to the maximum 
through the steps in any preparational bracket 
listed above.

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Report of the High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending 
School Committee, and the Citizens of Bridgton: 


Bridgton High School opened September 8, 1965 with a 
total enrollment of 309 students, consisting of seventy 
Seniors, sixty-nine Juniors, eighty-three Sophomores, 
eighty-six Freshmen and one Post-Graduate. Of the 
total student enrollment, 227 were residents of Bridg- 
ton and forty-nine were tuition students from Harrison , 
thirty from Naples and three from Denmark. 


Since the opening of school, five students have 
transferred to other schools because of a change in 
residence, six have withdrawn to work or are at home, 
and three students have enrolled from other schools, 
making a current enrollment as of February 1, 1966 of

We are indeed fortunate to have the personnel ser- 


vices of a staff of competent and dedicated teachers. 


For the first time in five years, the instructional 
staff is of sufficient number to provide for a more 
adequate and improved offering in English, foreign 
language, social studies and guidance services. The 
adoption of a revised and improved salary schedule, 
effective in September 1966, and the provision of fi- 
nancial support to implement it, willbe a major factor 
in retaining and securing capable teaching personnel. 


The securing of a full-time, certified guidance di— 
rector has provided for a major improvement in our 
guidance and student personnel services. With this 
additional service it has been possible to improve our 
testing program, to provide more adequate reference 
and resource materials, and to increase markedly the 
opportunity for individual counselor-student confer- 
ences relative to educational and vocational plans and 
goals. 
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A very worthwhile and successful course in driver ed- 
ucation was offered during the summer of 1965. This 
was financed by individual student fees, partially sup- 
ported by financial assistance from the State. It was 
conducted under the supervision and direction of 
Mr. Richard Coombs. Thirty students successfully com- 
pleted the requirements of thirty hours of classroom 
instruction and six hours of on-the-road driving. 


A second summer program successfully offered was the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps Program operating under 
Title I of the Economic Opportunity Act. The purpose 
of this program was to provide work-training projects 
and experiences for students and out-of-school youth 
between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one. Six girls 
and fourteen boys from the towns of Bridgton, Harrison 
and Naples participated in the eight-week work train- 
ing program, financed mainly by the Federal Government. 


The girls trained primarily as teacher aides, lib- 
rary aides, typists and office clerical assistants; 
while the boys worked as furniture repairmen, janitor- 
ial assistants, in landscaping and maintenance of school 
grounds, minor carpentry and building repairs, and ex-= 
terior and interior painting. 


A complete report of the accomplishments of this pro- 
gram was published in the Bridgton News. Mimeographed 
copies are available at the high school office. 


The lack of adequate physical facilities continue to 
present numerous problems in the secondary-school pro- 
gram. For the past several years, it has been neces-= 
sary to utilize six different buildings in conducting 
the educational program of the high school. This sit- 
uation results in a major loss of time due to travel 
between buildings, numerous inefficiences, increased 
expense of operation, and is not conductive to provid- 
ing the quality of education which the youth of our 
community deserve, and which is demanded of them in 
our present society. 


Directly related to the inadequate physical facili- 
ties, ‘and wofeomajor -concern «to the, writer, i seenne 
future accreditation status of Bridgton High School. 
The high school program is at the present time accred- 
ited by the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools and is scheduled for re-evaluation 
by March 1967. The faculty is currently involved in a 
self-evaluation study of the entire secondary-school 
program in preparation for a visiting committee's ev- 
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aluation sometime during the 1966-67 school year. The 
visiting committee will make recommendations to the 
regional accreditation association (N.E.A.C.S.S.) re- 
lative to future membership. 


It is encouraging to note the increased interest and 
the definite progress made towards further study and 
consideration of the possibility of Bridgton becoming 
involved in the formation of a school administrative 
district. It is sincerely hoped that all future dis- 
cussion, studies and decisions will be reached in an 
enviromental atmosphere free from prejudice, rich in 
factual information and predicated on the fundamental 
concept and belief that our children deserve and need 
the best educational opportunities economically feas-~ 
ible. 


I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the 
Superintending School Committee, the B. H. Se Alumni 


Association and Scholarship Foundation, numerous ore 


ganizations, the faculty, students, and parents who 
have all contributed to our high school program.

The expenses for the usual care and maintenance to 
this building were normal for the year. 


Extra funds were voted for repairs to the foundation 
and for painting the exterior. Both jobs were com- 
pleted well within the money available. Near the end 
of the year trouble developed with the furnace. The 
trouble was found to be with the burner which had been 
in service since the 1940s. A Whirlwind Power burner 
was purchased for $525. to replace the old one. 


It is difficult to estimate what sum of money may be 
needed for this account for the ensuing year, in that 
this building can be considered in a state of trans- 
ition. The town offices will be moved out of the 
building and alterations made to the interior to pro- 
vide more space to house town equipment. It is also 
anticipated that the two front offices, which will re- 
main intact, will be leased.

The appropriation for the Town Hall was increased 
this past year to provide funds to correct certain con- 
ditions about the building pertaining to fire hazards 
and public safety. The more potential hazards have 
been corrected. 


Complete new electrical circuits and lighting were 
installed in the main hall, thus eliminating one of 
the chief dangers of fire from over-fusing the elec- 
- trical wiring. Other minor matters were also taken 
care of. In respect to the new lighting system, a 
preliminary test of the system planned and budgeted 
for proved it to be inadequate. This made it necess- 
ary to change the original plan and install a system 
which would be more adequate. In doing so the cost 
for this increased by $212 more than that anticipated. 


There remains to be done the matter of installing a 
new exit door on the north side of the hall, and the 
application of a fire resistant material to the room 
housing the furnace. It is believed the balance of 
$455.27 being forwarded to this account will be ample 
to complete this work. 


For the coming year a much smaller appropriation is 
being requested. This is made possible in view of the 
anticipated income that will be realized from the 
Schools for the use of the building during the year.

The matter of care and preservation to our town 
trees, particularly in the effort to curb Dutch Elm 
Disease, becomes more serious as time goes by. The 
‘difference in opinions between tree experts as to the 
best protective or preventative measures that should 
be taken leaves one in doubt as to whether the proper 
steps are being taken. 

This past year a great number of town trees were re- 
moved, as well as trees on private property on a 50-50 
basis when arrangements could be made with the owner. 
A dormant spray was used to retard the spread of the 
Dutch Elm Disease, also, a spray job to curb the elm 
leaf beetle infection which covered much of the town. 

As a result of the removal work this past year, a 
number of stumps remain in some locations that must be 
- removed in the interest of public safety. This type 
of work is expensive but necessary. 

A budget of $2,500 is being requested for the coming 
year. It is realized that this sum is insufficient to 
do what should be done in care to our trees. A sum 
twice this amount, raised for a period of years, would 
be more realistic in view of what should be done, and 
wold perhaps bring about a more satisfactory situation.

An extensive road improvement program was carried 
out, beginning in August and continuing into November, 
with Town Road Improvement Funds allocated to the town 
by the State Highway Commission, and supplemented with 
town funds from the Roads & Bridges and Tar Accounts. 


Total funds made available by the Highway Commission 
amounted to $17,998.40 and was earmarked for the re- 
construction of the Middle Road, so-called, for a dis- 
tance of .7 of a mile; Hio Ridge or Camp Winona Road 
for .75 of a mile; and the Pleasant Mountain Road for 
-65 of a mile. In each case, town funds in such 
amount as needed were also used to complete these 
roads. All work was carried out under such regulations 
as required by the Town Road Improvement program. 


The completion of this work will prove beneficial to 
the public using these roads and should encourage the 
development of land in these areas to the end that 
greater tax revenue will be realized by the town.

Again, during this past year, the same policy was 
continued for widening, correcting grade levels, and 
resurfacing of tarred roads. Dirt roads reconditioned 
the previous year were also tarred. 


A total of 37,1.96 gallons of tar and 7,286 gallons of 
asphalt were used in the tar program. 18,553 gallons 
of tar were used for making mulch with which to resur- 
face and patch. The balance was used for new work and 
seal coating. Prior to the right conditions to make 
our own mulch for patching, a total of 52.77 tons were 
purchased and used for this purpose at a cost of 


$395.78. 


Approximately $l.,000 was used from this fund for the 
reconstruction of the Hio Road. Town Road Improvement 
Funds of $5,607 were also expended on this project. 


There will be available from Excise Tax receipts for 
the ensuing year $25,700.96. It is recommended that 
$21,900.96 be allocated for tarring and new road con- 
struction and that the balance be used for such other 
purposes as may be permissable under the State law.

The second truck, together with a new dump body, was purchased 
witb the $).,000 appropriation voted at the last annual meeting.

To the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager: 


It is my privilege as Chief to submit to you this 
first annual report for the newly organized police de- 
partment for the Town. 


In setting this department up, every attempt has been 
made in organizing it to provide the maximum service, 
in so far as possible with the resources at my dis- 
posal, and to operate under ‘standard police procedures. 
I am confident that as time goes on and the department 
becomes better established that additional methods can 
be adopted wherein more efficient service can be rend- 
ered. 


A record system has been set up whereby a record is 
maintained on all type of cases handled by the officers 
in their line of duty; such as their daily activities, 
all complaints received, accidents investigated, and an 
arrest and court file. 


The new police car purchased and put in service in 
May has proven most valuable as a means. for quicker 
response to emergency calls. The car is equipped with 
a radio tied in on the State Police network. This 
means of communication enables the officers to call for 
assistance or to give assistance to the State Police 
when the occasions require it. It would be most de- 
sirable to expand this means of communication so_ that 
the car can be in constant contact with the town office.

A new type of service was carried out under this de- 
partment and which will be a standard practice for 
future years. A check was made of the property situae- 
ted around the lakes in addition to the usual routine 
checks made of all property. This was done in Nov- 
ember and December, and again will be done in February 
and March in so far as conditions will permit.

Expenditures for welfare cases this past year were 
much lower than anticipated. It is not felt that im- 
proved economic conditions were entirely responsible 
for these lower costs, but at the same time were cer- 
tainly a contributing factor. | 


Hopefully it could be anticipated that if our present 
state of economy, and all other factors which affects 
these funds, were to remain constant that a lesser 
amount would be needed for welfare purposes in the 
future. However, with but one year's expenditures in- 
dicating a substantial drop, it would be over optimis- 
tic to consider lowering the appropriation in any 
drastic fashion until a more decisive trend becomes 
apparent. 


The number of aged persons requiring board and care, 
nursing home care, and being assisted in medical care, 
remains more or less stable.

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Public Health Nurse 


Community health is the sum total of the health of 
individuals and families living in the community. The 
achievement of good health is a fundamental responsib- 
ility of every individual. 


The public health nurse is in a position to discover 
health needs and she works to prevent disease and de- 
formity, promote health and give nursing care to the 
sick. Nursing service is not enough; the community 
must help to plan a health program. It must be con- 
vinced of the importance of taking advantage of the 
services and facilities available to children. A 
successful public health nursing program does depend 
largely upon the planning, the interest, support and 
volunteer work of the local people, individually and 
through organized effort. 


It is gratifying to find ) faithful volunteers with 
patience, interest and energy who assist with school 
examinations and child health conferences. However, 
they hesitate to evaluate the needs and plan health 
activities. No one person should be planning the 
health program for Bridgton; more citizens should be 
involved in planning the health program. 


An intra=-dermal tuberculosis skin test was given to 
children in lst, 7th, and 12th grades whose parents 
requested this test. One positive reactor was found 
who is now under the supervision of his family physi- 
cian. This test is a screening device to help locate 
unknown cases of tuberculosis. 


Nine child health conferences were held with de- 
creasing attendance. The committee planning these con- 
ferences know this is a need in Bridgton. It should 
be kept in mind the purpose of the conferences - to 
serve the individual mother and child. To do this ser- 
vices must be made as considerate, prompt and satis- 
factory as possible so that parents will want to ree 
turn to these conferences. They will influence other 
parents to attend. This means that many children in 
the preschool age group have had no physical examina- 
tion or immunizations by a family physician or a child 
health conference physician. The object of these con- 
ferences is to examine a well child. 
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Public health nursing in the schools included part- 
icipation in: 


1. Periodic visits to school personnel. 


e. Arrangement for selected screening tests of 
vision and hearing. 


3- Home visits to children of known or suspected 
health problems. 


i. Spring registration of children entering schodl 
for the first time. Children registering were 
given an individual hearing and vision test. 


One hundred and eighty visits were made to individ- 
ual families in your community. Twenty visits were 
made to persons with tuberculosis and their contacts 
in order to keep them aware of the need for continued 
medical supervision and thus assist in the prevention 
of the spread of this disease. 


Fifty-five percent of total visits were made to help 
with rehabilitation of the handicapped and to assist 
families in referring them to appropriate resources 
for their special health needs. Follow-up home visits 
were made to individuals and families under the care 
of the various state clinics and services - these were 
to children with crippling conditions, cleft palates, 
heart disease and tuberculosis. The nurse visits 
these families to assist them in carrying out the doc- 
tors instructions for treatment. Children of school 
age needing speech therapy were unable to obtain this 
therapy. 


The assistance given the nurse by volunteers and 
teachers is greatly appreciated. I do hope in the 
year to come more citizens will join them to plan a 
better and improved health program in Bridgton.

For the past 3 years costs for maintenance of the 
town dump has been close to $3,000 each year. The 
major costs is in keeping it pushed back which has to 
be done at least twice a month, and also for covering 
it 4 to 6 times a year for sanitary reasons. 

The present location for dumping has been used for 
the past 10 years. Its back perimeter is getting quite 
close to Willett Brook and it is felt that if this lo- 
cation is continued to be used that shortly this would 
be contributing to the pollution of the brook. 

It is therefore the intention of the Selectmen to 
change the location for dumping to the site of the sand 
pit just westerly of the present area now used. An 
easy access will be prepared for the public to use, and 
which should prove quite convenient. By this change in 
location it is felt that operational costs can be lowe 
ered substantially, and that costs for fire fighting 
will be greatly reduced. 

Thus, this explains the reason for the lower approp- 
riation being requested this year.

Book circulation for 1965 exceeded all records with 2,516 more books 
circulated last year than in 196). Total circulation was 17,670. 


A very successful memorial book fund was conducted, supplementing the 
regular book fund and through this, and the generous annual contribution 
of guests at Tarry-A-While, more volumes were made available than could 
have possibly been purchased through regular income. 


Complete intergration of library filing, of fiction and non-fiction books, 
was accomplished by Cara Cook, Oliver Cook, Marjorie Patten and Patricia 
Dudley. The librarian and a trustee attended area library meetings to 
familiar themselves with procedures of other libraries and to obtain in- 
formation for improved library services to the public. Library hours were 
extended during the summer months to include two additional afternoons. 
Miss Rebecca Cook was named assistant librarian. 


The llth annual library art exhibit was conducted with over 50 artists 
participating and was well attended by local townspeople and summer visitors. 


Insurance coverage was increased on the building to $33,500 and contents 
to $11,550, representing an 80% revised appraisal.

The library has added to its files this year three 
hundred and forty-four new books for adults and ninety- 
two children's books. There have been gifts from in- 
terested friends to help swell this total. All books 
have been carefully screened by the librarian. 

Volunteers have once again discarded, sold, rear- 
ranged and recatalogued books to make more attractive 
and convenient arrangements for the readers. 

Two successful innovations last summer were a book 
sale in August and teas each Saturday through the 
summer. The teas, sponsored by Mrs. Priscilla Rush- 
more, were held in the library so that patrons could 
get their books and enjoy a meeting with their friends 
at the same time.

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Report of the Plannin Board 


Following the last annual town meeting in March 1965, 
a meeting was held on March llth and again on March 
18th to review the nearly completed Comprehensive Plan 
prepared by the James Sewall Co. of Old Town, Maine. 


On April lst, the Board made a study of and approved 
a Plan for the sub-division of the land owned by 
Dr. A. Dewey Richards, located between the Guide Board 
Road and the Highland Road. 


The Board met again on May 13th to discuss and make 
plans for presenting the completed Comprehensive 701 
Plan to the citizens at an open meeting at the Town 
Hall on May 20th. The meeting was held on this date 
and the Plan presented to the forty-one voters present. 


During the summer and fall months the Planning Board 
visited several different lake shore developments for 
the purpose of acquainting the Board with the sub-div- 
ision being made, and approved the following: 


1. The Big Sandy development on the east shore of 
Highland Lake. 


2e The first and second sections of Highland Pines 
development on the west shore of Highland Lake. 


3. The Hio Ridge Cottage Sites on the east shore of 
Moose Pond. 


l.. The Long Lake shore sub-division of the property 
owned by the Heirs of the Dr. Angus G. Hebb 
Estate. 


In November and December meetings were held to study 
and prepare a proposed Building Ordinance and an ordi- 
nance for the regulation of house trailers. These two 
ordinances will be presented to the voters at town 
meeting with the recommendations by the Board that they 
be accepted.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees and water users of Bridgton Water Dis- 
trict I present herewith my seventh annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1965. 


No major construction has been undertaken during the year. In 
June, Portland Water District's crew installed the gate valve which 
completed the construction program for the Smith Avenue loor con- 
necting mains at Maple Street and Ballard Street. 


Five new services were installed and seven existing services were 
replaced. A total of thirteen new meters were placed, both in new 
services and replacements. It is the policy of the Water District 
to meter all new services. 


Six-inch, eight-inch and ten-inch gate valves on all distribu- 
tion mains were checked and cleaned during the summer. 


There were only five freeze-ups of customer service pipes. 
Hydrants are checked for freezing weekly during the cold weather to 
assure fire protection. 


Property and equipment of the District has been kept in good con- 
dition with only minor repairs and replacements necessary. There has 
been no need for major investment in equipment since the pumps, ch- 
lorinator and fluoridation saturator are new, efficient machines. 


A total of 63,306,900 gallons of water were pumped in 1965 compar- 
ed to 59,317,100 the previous year. During the very dry month of 
August, over 7,500,000 gallons were pumped, a record in the history 
of the District. Chlorination of the water is maintained at a re- 
sidual of 0.2 p.p.m. and fluoridation at 1.0 p.p.m. Monthly water 
samples are submitted to the State Department of Health and Welfare 
in Augusta for testing, with uniformly satisfactory reports. 


Because of the water shortage in the State, Water Districts were 
requested to report to the Public Utilities Commission for months of 
August and September as to the adequancy of supply. With Highland 
Lake as a source, Bridgton's supply has always been sufficient. 


The personnel status of the Water District remains unchanged with 
a regular part-time office employee and a maintenance substitute to 
assist the superintendent. A full-time summer employee worked from 
June to September. 


The accounting firm of Macdonald, Page, Stratford & Strout have 
audited the financial records and found them in good order. The 
statement of income and expense is printed with this report. Bal- 
ance sheet accounts and supporting exhibits may be examined uponre- 
quest at the office. 


This report would seem incomplete without mention of the death of 
Earland D. Allen on January 2, 1966. His competent leadership as 
President of the Board of Trustees for the past ten years will be 
missed by the Water District and the community.

As specified in the article proposing it, the 1965 appropriation 
to be used by the Chamber of Commerce "for advertising the town" 
was divided equally between promoting Resort and Recreational ad- 
vantages (the Advertising Account) and promotion of Industry (the 
Industrial Development Account). 


Advertising Account: 


The $5,000 appropriation was the same amount as has been con- 
tributed for this purpose since 1962, and, as may be seen by com- 
parison of the 1965 financial report with 196), the outstanding 
variation in expenditures was for publications, 


The investment in a quantity of 25,000 of the wholly new brochures 
represents a supply for two years and an economy on printing lot 
prices. The pictures, format and quality of color in the brochure 
make an up-to-date folder that stands up to competition in any dis- 
play rack. 


The 16-page news-sheet (referred to as the "tabloid") was orinin- 
ally planned ina quantity of 10,000 copies, but in consideration 
of the amount of work involved in preparing it, the decision was 
made to run 20,000 rather than doing the tabloid over for the com- 
‘ing year. Its cost was largely subsidized by advertisements. 


Each year the supply of accommodations directories has been in- 
creased. In 1965 there were 10,000 copies of the summer directory 
and 15,000 winter listings printed to meet the distribution demands. 
They provide a valuable complement to the brochure, for the first 
question of the potential vacationer is, "Where can we. stay?" 
Pleasant Mt. Ski Area also distributes these directories with their 
own brochures, giving the accommodations owners the benefit of that 
much more circulation. 


The "Special Mailing" referred to in the financial statement con- 
cerns double-or reply-postal cards which have been printed with a 
color picture typical of our lakeshores, and an invitation to re- 
visit Bridgton. The reply card may be used to request further in- 

_formation. A mailing list was made up from signers of the Visitors! 
Register at the Information Bureau. The response was excellent. 


In addition to bulk mailings of literature to State of Maine Pub- 
licity offices, in New York, Montreal and Maine cities and to travel 
bureaus in other states, distribution through the agency of Dick 
Dolan Enterprises, Inc. has proved satisfactory. Display racks in 
50 or more credit unions for large industrial plants and business 
buildings in New England cities expose our literature to over half 
a million vacation planners whose minimum income is $7,500 (only 2% 
have this low earning). This method of distribution is apparently 
growing in popularity, and Dolan's service stands high in efficiency 
at a low cost. 


Industrial Development Account: 


The $5,000 appropriated for the promotion of industry has been 
jointly administered by the Chamber of Commerce and officers of the 
Bridgton Industrial Development Corporation in line with general 
recommendations made by the Board of Selectmen. (See report by 
Herbert W. Chalmers, President of the BIDC.)

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Bridgton Industrial Development Corporation Report 


The Bridgton Industrial Development Corp. has been 
active since December 1953 when a group of representse 
tive residents was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
to represent the town in negotiating for new industries 
and additional payrolls which would encourage economic 
growth. Prior to that time efforts along this line 
were on an informal basis or were handled through the 
Chamber of Commerce. It is significant that eight of 
the twelve individuals first appointed have continued 
to work in the interests of economic development for 
the full duration of this l2-year period. 


At the present time, the organizations can point to 
the following industries as a result of its efforts: 


- Bridgton Knitting Mill - average employment during 
1965 totaled 113; top employment 136; annual pay- 
roll $457,000; in operation since 1963. 


Pleasant Mt. Moc - present employment 1.8;began oper- 
ation in November 1965. 


Bridgton Dress Co. - 4O employees with annual pay- 
roll of $10),,000; has operated since 1953. 


On the current basis of employment, the annual pay- 
roll for these 3 industries.can be figured at approxi- 
mately $655,000 and Pleasant Mt. Moc is expected to 
grow to 100 employees by the end of its first year of 
operation and may expand even further over a period of 
time. 


In this industrial growth, we are indebted to the 
following for their assistance and help:

riation until this past year when $5,000 was added to 
the Chamber of Commerce funds for promotion and ear- 
marked for industrial purposes. This was done prim- 
arily to assist the B.I.D.C. in securing a tenant for 
its industrial building vacant since the expiration of 
the lease held by Dielectric Products Engineering Co. 
in January. Fortunately, not only a tenant but a pur- 
chaser was found and Sebago Moc Inc.of Westbrook open- 
ed a branch here in October under the name of Pleasant 
Mt. Moc. Consequently, only a small portion of the 
promotional appropriation was actually used, $916.02, 
to be exact and the balance is presently held by the 
Chamber of Commerce for future development use. An 
accounting of the expenditures appears in that organi- 
zation's report. 


In connection with promotion of the industrial build- 
ing, committee members and other volunteers engaged in 
a painting and repair project last spring which im- 
proved the appearance of the property. 


Of possible interest is a tabulation of the activity 
of the B.I.D.C. during the past year. Eight scheduled 
meetings were held including two joint meetings with 
the Board of Selectmen and the organization was re- 
presented at four meetings of the Maine Industrial 
Development Council; the industrial plant was shown to 
prospects a total of 17 times; and the President made 
21 trips in connection with the industrial building, 
many of which were to Massachusetts. A total of 83 
long distance telephone calls and 63 pieces of corres-= 
pondence was also totaled by the President. None of 
the expenses connected with the above were charged 
against the advertising account or to the B.I.D.C. 
treasury. 


It is the intention of this group to keep in close 
touch with all state and private agencies previously 
mentioned in order to continue this development of in- 
dustry within the town. .

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town of 
Bridgton for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1965. The audit 
consisted of an examination of the records maintained under the 
supervision of the Town Manager and municipal officials. 


The fiscal year's operational results showed that overdrafts lapsed 
exceeded unexpended balances by $1,187.58. The larger overdrafts 
occurred in the winter maintenance, trees and tax abatement accounts, 
while the principal unexpended balances were reflected in the tar, 
overlay and supplemental tax accounts. 


* * *% * 


_ The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . . The several cash accounts contained in the general fund, 
with the exception of petty cash which was on hand, were on deposit in 
various banks at December 31, 1965. 


Accounts receivable totaling $2,813.98 consisted principally of an 
amount due from the fire truck reserve fund, and accounts due from 
various persons and firms for land lease, services and supplies, and 
other municipalities for welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable amounted to $28,318.83, of which $24,241.99 represented 
current year accounts. The remaining balance of $4,076.84 was for 
uncollected accounts dating from 1953. Outstanding corporation taxes 
amounted to $402.13. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$3,944.16 and $3,071.44 respectively. 


Deferred appropriations of $9,500.00 represented funds provided for 
renovation of the bank building and tree work to be appropriated in 


1966. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . . Short term hotes amounted to 
$9,500.00 at December 31, 1965. Employees social security deductions 
for the month of December totaled $696.22. 


The departmental operating accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$47,180.59 carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or by authority of the municipal officers. The accounts 
carried included $15,000.00 appropriated to pay school bonds which 
become due on March 1, 1966. 
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Comments Continued Town of Bridgton 


Excise tax revenue of $28,177.55 is reserved for future allocation by 
the townspeople. 


The reserves include a balance of $202.61 in the school construction 
account. Also, a balance of $493.31 in the Johnson Field Fund represents 
the unexpended balance of monies contributed and appropriated for the 
authorized purchase of property for a community playground (Exhibit Bie 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,353.89, an increase of 
$2,090.30 for the year. This change was occasioned by the State 
reibursement for veterans' tax exemptions less the net departmental 
overdraft lapsed. 


DEBT FUND .. . . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects new elementary school bonds of $205,000.00, 
high school addition bonds of $15,000.00, and bank building notes of 
$13,500.00 which are to be retired from future revenue. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .. . . The trust fund principals totaling 
$88,182.62, unexpended income of $14,378.88 and gains of $222.88 on 
security transactions were invested in demand and time deposits and 
various stocks and bonds. 


The capital reserve fund for fire equipment and school building amounted 
to $6,463.25 and $1,500.00 respectively at the year end. These funds 
were on deposit in the Casco Bank and Trust Company, Bridgton, Maine. 

As a result of an overdeposit of the unexpended balance in the fire 
protection account, the fire equipment fund is overstated $500.00. 

This amount is due the general fund. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . . The departmental accounts showed an 
increase of $33,114.08 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 

the preceding year. Larger appropriations for most operating categories 
and a smaller appropriation for debt and interest were the major factors 
contributing to the increase. 


GENERAL . . . . The townspeople authorized the use of excise tax revenue 
for the tar account. Also, authority to hire money for various purposes 
was granted by the voters. 


With reference to appropriations for fire departments, the townspeople 
at the 1965 annual town meeting voted: "Article 18, to reise the sum 
of $1,000.00 to assist the North Bridgton Volunteer Fire Department; 
the same to be used toward the purchase of equipment and operational 
expenses.” 


During the year the town paid maintenance bills of $132.10, new equipment 
$494.90, and the balance of $373.00 was paid to the North Bridgton 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
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Comments Continued Town of Bridgton 


Title 30, Section 5102, Subsection 4A, Maine Revised Statutes Annotated 

of 1964, provides in part that a municipality may raise and appropriate 
money for supporting an incorporated volunteer fire department and that 
when a sum not in excess of $500.00 has been appropriated the municipality 
may pay the amount to the treasurer of the department. 


In this respect, the payment to the aforementioned fire department was 
not in compliance with statutory provisions and it is therefore recommended 
that this practice be discontinued. 


RECOMMENDATIONS . . . . The following recommendations are worthy of 
consideration: 


The school department should issue prenumbered duplicate 
receipts for all monies received, and make deposits currently 
with the town treasurer. 


All school expenditures should bear the written approval of 
the majority of the School Board, and certified by the 
Superintendent. of Schools in accordance with the provisions 
of wk 20, Section 853, Maine Revised Statutes Annotated 
of 1964. 


All fuel deliveries should be signed for by the receiving 
party. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash was made 
and records checked to determine the accuracy of recorded cash transe 
actions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a selective basis, 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures 
and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections were checked 
with the copies of receipts retained by the collector. Education 
account balances were checked with the Superintendent of Schools. 


Trust and capital reserve fund transactions were reviewed and invest. 
ments verified. Surety bond coverage was examined. The town clerk's 
records as pertained to financial administration were checked.
